Highest possible 
rank in the Black Belt classifica- 
tion is the 15th degree.

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Here‘s a Funny One 


A’ YOU KNOW —or will learn soon, with chagrin—prices 
on some enlisted clothing items went up on July 1. There 
was a raise of $1.05, for example, in the cost of combat boots 
over that of. last year; a raise of 25 cents for cotton twill 
trousers; of 40 cents for cotton poplin shirts; of 75 cents 
for low-cut shoes. 

Two months ago, when incomplete listings of new prices 
came out of the Appropriations hearings on Capitol Hill, 


Army Times followed up at the’ Pentagon. The “word” from |_ 


the proper authority there was that the list had no final 
approval but would be released when approved. A. weekly 

check was made thereafter, always with the same result, 
until the list finally was released to the press on June 25. 

Army Times carried the story in its next available issue, 
that dated June 30. It was still news to our readers, of 
course, but did not. provide sufficient warning for them to 
take advantage of it since the new and higher prices went 
into effect the very next day. 

Therefore, it struck us as slightly peculiar to find that 
the list handed out carried a date of April 30—or 56 days 
prior to date of release. Issued by the chief of the Storage 
and Distribution Division in the office of the Deputy Chief 
of Staff for Logistics, it was addressed to “All male officers 
assigned DCSLOG.” 


Further, it was specifically stated that the price com-, 


parisons were “furnished informally and in advance for thoset; 


DCSLOG officers who may wish to plan their personal cloth~ 
ing purchases based on for cheoiming price changes.” (Italics 
supplied.) ‘ 

We could understand all this if the Army were in busi- 
ness to make money out of its own people through the Mone- 
tary Clothing Allowance Regulations . 

On second thought, we can’t understand it. Can: you? 


Fix Up the Code “ty

Congress to adjourn without amending the. Code of Mili- 
tary Justice.

To enact now all the rion-controversial proposals would | see 
not prejudice the case of those who want more radical 
changes, They could press for their ideas at the next Con- 
ste just as they must if nothing at all is done.this summer. 

Perhaps delay plays into their hands. “The longer Con- |¢ 
gress puts off moderate changes needed to make’thé Code 
more workable, the more the enemies’ of the Code can de- 
nourice its shortcomings. Improving it with procedural 
changes might make it work so well the opposition wouldn't 
have ahy ammunition left. 

It should be quickly added that there is no evidence of 
any Opposition plot of obstructionism. The explanation for 
the delay is far simpler than that, It’s an election year. 
The ‘legislators want to hurry home so they = come back" 
another year. 

~ A special measure of blame may be laid at the door of 
the Senate Armed Services committee. It has got into’ the 
habit_of letting the House take most of the initiative in miti- 
tary legislation. Typically, a bill gets shaped by the House 
committee, passes the House and gets perilously jammed up 
in the Senate committee. 

House members have asked: “What is the sense in 
working up a Justice Code bill, which would take a good 
deal of our valuable time, just to see it die on the other side 
of the Capitol?”

_ All this they could contem- 
plate with some certainty if 
there were no armed forces in 
Iceland at all. They could seize 
the key points of the island by 
surprise, and then it would be 
American forces which would 
have te fight hard and waste 
precious time recovering it— 
meanwhiie suffering the conse- 
quences of its use by the Seviets. 
But if the Soviets must fight to 
get Iceland, they can never count 
on its immediate use—and perhaps 
not on using it at all, for the de- 
fenders could be certain of prompt 
aid from North America unless 
they were totally overwhelmed in 
a few hours. 
Considering the difficulties of 
airborne or amphibious attacks, 
and the amount of preparation re- 
quired (as witness our campaigns 
in the Pacific) even against a small 
defense force which. is well dug 
in and determined to fight, it is 


moré than likely that Iceland 
might be relieved before the 
Soviets:could get control. 


THIS IS THE more likely be- 
cause of the lack. of Soviet experi- 
ence in such operations. 


One ‘solution of 


would be, of course, for the U. S. 
to assist Iceland in creating what 
Iceland has never had since Vik- 
ing days—a citizen defense force, 
properly trained and equipped.

EUROPE: As you know, there 
are two pay brackets for parachut- 
ists regardless of how long a man 
has been jumping or how many 
jumps he has to his credit. © En- 
listed men are in the lower pay 
bracket while officers are.in the 
higher paid bracket. However; 
there are three ratings: parachut- 
ist, senior parachutist and master 
parachutist. 

It seems to me that an eco- 
nomically-minded Army could see 
that it would save money by pay- 
ing the highest parachute pay to 
the deserving individuals regard- 
less of rank or grade. 

There are many top. three 

graders in the enlisted ranks who 
are qualified as master parachut- 
ists and-are assuming responsibility 
for the lives of up to 40 men every 
time they..jump. With all these 
responsibilities, which many junior 
officers are not qualified to accept, 
the NCOs acting as jump masters 
are receiving only $55 per month 
whereas the non-qualified officers 
are receiving $110 per month 
parachute pay. 
_It seems that the Army would 
save many dollars by revising jump 
pay to where the master parachut- 
ist would receive $110, senior para- 
chutist. $75,. and parachutist $55 
per month, regardless of rank.

FORT BELVOIR, Va.—An early 
survey of the harbor of New Bed:

‘Airphibious’ Artillery Units Urged by Colonel 


FORT SILL, Okla.—The U. S. Army can achieve mobility surpassing that of any other 
land force in the ‘world by full utilization of aerial vehicle transport in combat units. 

That’s the opinion of Col. 
Charles W. Matheny, Jr., an Army 
aviator since 1952 and assistant 
director, Department of Tactics 
and Combined Arms, Research and 
Review Division, The Artillery and 
Guided Missile School, Ft. Sill, 
Okla. 

Writing in the June issue of 
Army Aviation Digest, Matheny 
strongly urges creation of “air- 
phibious” tactical units with aerial 
vehicles replacing ground vehicles 
to enable troop units to operate on 
the ground but move through the 
air. He has been battling for this 
concept since 1950. 

. * . 

MATHENY NOTES that an ar- 
tillery organization incorporating 
aerial vehicles has been developed 
in detail over several years. The 
first TOE for it was proposed by 
him in 1955. Such an organization 
he says “is a supermobile artillery 
unit with the capabilities of pro- 
viding continuous fire support in 
normal operations. It also has the 
exceptional ¢apability of providing = 
fire support for airborne, armored

PERHAPS the most exciting pos- 
sibility of an airphibious artillery 
unit involves use of the helicopter 
as a self-propelled carriage for ar- 
tillery missile launchers as well as 
other types of new and standard 
weapons, 

“It is certainly feasible to de- 
velop an artillery helicopter self- 
propelled missile !auncher for the 
Honest John and other new types 
of missiles.” 


(Concepts for some of the heli- 
copter self-propelled weapons for 
the future are shown in the accom- 
panying illustrations.) 

Matheny points out that The Ar- 
tillery and Guided Missile School 
has been developing the techniques 
of using helicopter as prime mov- 
ing for the 105mm howitzer since 
1953. As a matter of fact, several 
of our present towed artillery 
weapons can be transported by a 
helicopter prime mover instead of 
a truck or a tractor.

THERE WOULD be many advan- 
tages of an airphibious artillery 
combat unit, says the colonel. Un- 
doubtedly, the most important 
would be the tremendous boost in 
speed and flexibility of operations. 
Also to be considered is the elimi- 
nation of vehicle tracks and re- 
duction of other evidence which 
normally tends to disclose the lo- 
cation of artillery positions. 


Matheny frankly admits that the 
direct operating costs of the heli- 
copter is higher than that of either 
the truck or the airplane. But he 
stresses that when indirect oper- 
ating costs are concerned, the pic- 
ture is different. Such factors as 
road building and maintenance, 
port facilities; air fields, etc., boost 
the original operating. cost con- 
siderably.

WASHINGTON.—income before 
payment of Federal’ income taxes 
averaged $5520 per family in 1955, 
a rise of three percent over 1954, 


U. S. Department ‘of Commerce 
-reported this week. 

This rise followed a slight. re- 
duction in average family personal 
income from 1953 to. 1954. The 
1954-55 increase, extending the up- 
sweep in family incomes that has 
taken place in most years of the 
postwar period, brought the aver- 
age income to a new high in both 
current dollars and purchasing 
power. 

Of the 52 million families in the 
United States, 45 percent had be- 
fore-tax incomes over $5000 last 
year, 14 percent received incomes 
between $4000 and $5000, and 41 
percent received incomes of less 
than $4000. About eight ~ percent 
received incomes above $10,000. 
The term family is used here to 
include unattached individuals as 
well as multiperson families, 

Total family income before taxes 
amounted to $288 billion in 1955. 
Approximately $84 billion went to 
families with incomes under $5000, 
$129: billion to families with in- 
comes between $5000 and’ $10,000, 
and the’ remaining $75 billion to 
those with incomes above $10,000. 

Federal individua) income tax 
liabilities on 1955 incomes are esti- 
mated to have ‘averaged $540 per 
family. Average income after Fed- 
eral income tax in 1955 approached 
the $5000 mark.

COLORING HAIR 

If you bleach your hair do not 
permit additional peroxide . to 
touch hair already bleached, only 
the darkened hair near the roots. 
As soon as the newly bleached 
hair matches the part 
treated the retouching should 
stop immediately; 20 drops of 
pure ammonia water to the ounce 
of hydrogen peroxide makes the 
bleaching faster. 

Because peroxide bleaching 
gives the hair a coarse y 
color it is a common practice to 
dye the hair a suitable color to 
give, the hair a more natural look, 

However the two processes of 
bleaching and dying, weaken the 
hair, making it dry, brittle and 
difficult to keep curled, even when 
given considerable care. Further 
more, the natural sheen is, lost. 
The more the hair is bleached, the 
weaker it becomes. 

If you insist on having your hair 
bleached then have it done by a 
professional hairdresser who 
knows how to do it with the least 
possible damage. When doing it 
yourself the tendency is to bleach 
the hair too much and it is a sad 
experience when you comb or 
brush your hair to find a consid- 
erable amount of hair is lost and 
thin. 

If your hair is already bleached 
then the less you try to curl it, 
the better — or the damage will 
only be even greater.

FORT BENNING, Ga. — The 
men behind the students at The 
Infantry School must attend classes 
themselves, before becoming in- 
structors in combat techniques. 

Practice literally serves as the 
best teacher for the potential 
professors, both officers and en- 
listed men, who learn by doing 
through a special course designed 
to show them how to make their 
classes more effective, interesting

“You see, there’s really a lot 
more to teaching than just giving 
a talk,” explained Lt. Col. John 
L. Steel, chief of The Infantry 
School’s Instructor Training Sec- 
tion. 

A project of the Director of In- 
struction’s Office, the three and a 
half-week course includes more 
than 150 hours of careful instruc- 
tion on lesson planning, effective 
use of reference material and, most 
important, methods of presentation.

“ACTUALLY we have jacks-of- 
all-trades on our committee,” said 
the deep-spoken instructor who 
holds a doctors degree in educa- 
tion from Columbia University,

tion’s job to see that every instruc-

classes, however, but the potential 
teachers climax their internship 
by presenting a full 50-minute class 
on the same material they will be 
teaching when they go to work in 
their respective departments. 

At this time, Steel and his staff 
evaluate the speaker’s performance 
and if it is satisfactory, give him 
a certificate of completion signify- 
ing that he is qualified to instruct. 

The certificates are cherished 
possessions among both officers and 
enlisted men since they serve as 
passports to the job they have been 
assigned.

CLASSES ARE divided into 
groups of eight students. They 
work with a specified adviser who 
counsels them individually and 
collectively on their particular 
difficulties or weak points. 

Almost all sessions are con- 
ducted on a seminar basis geared 
toward giving participants an op- 
portunity to evaluate each other 
and discuss mutual problems in- 
formally.

‘IGURES “of more than ordinary significance” were released in Detroit, at the approach 


of the half-year mark, and caused considerable satisfaction in the hithert 


gloomy corners of the automotive industry. 


Briefly, the statement was this:

Great Britain are not as pleasant. 
Britain’s largest auto makers, 
the British Motor Corporation, an- 
nounced the past week the dis- 
missal of more than 6,000 workers 
because of reduced sales. Mean- 
while, the Standard Motor Company 
of Coventry broke off negotiations 
with the union charging duress be- 
cause of strike threats. The com- 
pany earlier had announced pro- 
spective dismissals because of in- 
troduction of automation—partial 
substitution of mechanical for 
manual operation of machines. 

The British Motor Corpora- 
tion’s labor cut, due to reduced 
sales, was blamed on Government 
policy curtailing installment buy- 
ing, and increasing sales tax. 
Restrictions of imports overseas 
have also cut foreign sales. 

The Conservative government, 
faced with spiraling wages and 
prices has exhorted labor unions 
to check their demands for in- 
creases, So far there has been 


no legislative action. The unions 
have not been responsive to ap- 
peals from the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, but the Government’s 
attitude is said to have strength- 
ened the hands of employers in 
resisting wage-hikes. 

In France, new revenue bills in- 
clude taxes on high-powered motor 
cars which will affect principally 
the United States though imports 
from other lands will also feel the 
measure.

THE FIRE which attracted the 
Bliss force was one of the largest 
of 150 fires that raged in New Mex- 
ico and Arizona forests that week. 
More than 4000 acres were in- 
volved in the Rose Peak area of the 
fire. 

Men of Btry. B, lst GM Bn., were 
first alerted of their fire mission 
on a Friday at 4:30°p. m. These 
mén are package unit trainees, 
most of them just out’ of basic 
training. Before leaving at 11 p. m., 
they received one hour of special 
instruction. A total of 193 men, in- 
cluding seven officers, were dis- 
patched te the Arizona fire in a 
convoy of 29 vehicles. 

An advance party led by Maj. 
Francis C. Kajencki, executive offi- 
eer of the battalion, arrived at the 
scene of-the fire Saturday at 7 
a. m. Preliminary firefighting plans 
were drawn up by Kajencki, his op- 
erations chief, Capt. John D. Lewis, 
assistant S-3 of the battalion, and 
his camp adjutant, Lt. John C. 
Pearson. They selected Rose Peak, 
46 miles north of Clifton, Ariz., as 
the site for Army camp headquar- 
ters. 

Capt. John.A. Sadler, commander 
of the provisional fire fighting com- 
pany, and the other firefighters 
traveled through the night with 
enough equipment to remain at the 
fire for 10 days. Completely self- 
sufficient, they were outfitted with 
mobile kitchens, ambulances, main- 
temance shops, sleeping’ bags, me 
rat ions.

THE ARRIVAL of the sshtians 
swelled the number of fire fighters 
in the Rose Peak area to 600.

Paper Honeycomb Absorbs 


Shock During 


WASHINGTON. — Paper honey- | 
comb shock absorbers have been 
developed by the Quartermaster 
Corps for use in the aerial delivery 
of supplies. 

Repeated testing has shown 
that the lightweight and inexpen- 
sive honeycomb material, when 
attached to the bottom of a load 


ef airdropped supplies, lessens 
cost, conserves valued = aircraft 
weight and space, and affords 


greater accuracy in dropping sup- | 
plies within the target area. 

Resembling a bee’s honeycomb, 
this paper “energy absorber” is 
usually 12 inches thick and comes 
in assorted widths and lengths, 
but can be compressed into a small 
space when not in use. 

The shock of the falling lead is 
absorbed by the crushing action 
ef the honeycomb. To insure that 
the load falls on its cushioned bot- | 
tom surface, a small ribbon-type ' 
parachute is attached to the upper | 
part of the lead.

“We'd been sleeping on the floor 
for two nights. The beds had been 
turned in. A lot of the boys al- 
most looked forward to the move. 
We figured the whole business 
would be over in a few weeks;

Both sides cut loose with their 
entire firepower. Seven hours 
later, despite the losses inflicted 
upon the Commanisis, Task 
Force Smith found itself sur- 
rounded. Abandoning héavy 
weapons, the Taromen, dimin- 
ished in number, cut their way 
through the Communist encircle- 
ment, 

“I was scared—we all were, I 
guess. There was a lot of firing— 
a lot of casualties. The . whole 
thing. lasted about six hours,” 
O’Brien says. “We left whenever 
we could get out. Everything hap- 
pened so fast, no one knew what 
was happening. We got out over 
the hills.” 

Roberts says: “There was so 
much confusion that it’s hard to 
remember anything. All I know is 
that they fired on our position 
quite a bit. The big surprise came 
as we withdrew from the advancing 
tanks and found ourselves facing 
more tanks ahead of us. We hadn’t 
realized that we’d been sur- 
rounded.”

Finance Says Academy Time 
To Count for Pay Purposes 


WASHINGTON. — Enlisted men 
who heve time spent as cadets or 
midshipmen at any of the service 
academies are entitled to credit for 
pay purposes for this time, the 
office of the chief of, Finance said 
last week. But no mention of. this 
entitlement is to be found in Army 
regulations. 

AR 35-1110 says: “Service (at 
the academies) zfter 12 Oct. 1949 
may not be counted.” 

The regulation is now being re- 
vised. Revision will not be pub- 
lished for some months. Until it is, 
this language continues in effect. 

Date of AR 35-1110—Finance 
and Fiscal, Creditable service for 
basic pay while on active duty—is 
April 25, 1950. Since its publicetion 
there have been four changes to 
it, None of them removes the lan- 
guage cited above from paragraph 
10a,

The majority -is 
against the large number.of public 
houses provided in the measure. 

A ‘similar situation prevailed 
last summer. But the Rules com- 
mittee relented at the last minute 
and allowed a similar ‘housing bill 
to come to a vote. That was the 
bill which got the Capehart pro- 
gram underway.

WASHINGTON. — Army officer 





. and warrant officer- personnel as- 


signed to the Department of the 
Army ‘were givén permission to 
wear Civilian clothing to work be- 
ginning July 1 but few of them 
seemed to exercise the privilege. 

Last Friday, ‘an MDW memoran- 
dum was sent to all those affected 
by Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson’s order that civilian clothes 
be permitted, 

The memo said that officers and

ing. If they exercised the option 
to” wear. civilian clothing, they 
were expected to show “good 
taste”.

WASHINGTON—A special sur- 
vey on how much it cost military 
personnel to move their house 
trailers between duty stations will 
be conducted by the arméd forces. 
between now and Dee. 31. 

The main purpose of the survey 
is to determjne if the 10 cents per 
mile allowanée for trailers towed 
by private automobile, and the 

,»» 20 cents per mile allowance when 
trailers are towed by commercial 
firms are proper. 

The study. could result in an ad- 
justment of the maximum allow- 
ance. 

All military personnel wno have 
their trailers moved between duty 
stations during the surveying pe- 
riod will be required to complete 
a special reporting sheet, DD 
form 1139, “House Trailer Trans- 
portation Cost Survey.” 

The reporting sheet will require 
that the trailer owner report such 
things as (1) expense of breaking 
up. “housekeeping” at his present 
station and cost of getting settled 
at new station, (2) cost of gasoline 
and oil, (3) number of miles travel- 
led, (4) expenses needed to get the 
trailer and towing vehicle in shape 
for moving, (5) cost of special in- 
surance, inspections. special state 
tags, cost of parking. 

The owner will also be asked to 
record the number of his depend- 
ents, how they travelled between 
duty stations, and how much leave 
he took during the transfer be- 
tween stations. 

He will also be asked to name 

* the carrier if the trailer was 
moved by commercial means, and 
to submit an itemized expense 
bill. .
